Joe Venier Files 
Notice Of Appeal 
In Calgary 

Asserts That He Was Sober 

And That No Evidence To 

Prove He Was Driving 

Recklessly 

Joseph Venier, Bellevue, recently 
convicted and sentenced to one 
year hard labor in Lethbridge 
jail by 'Mr. Justice W. C. Ives, on 
a charge of reckless driving, filed 
notice of appeal Thursday, Oct. 
29 at the court house. in Calgary. 
Venier was originally charged with 
manslaughter as a result of the 
death in an accident on March 4, 
of Julia Mayerchak, but was found 
guilty of the lesser count. 

The appellant states the Crown 
based its case on the claim that 
he was intoxicated at the time of 
the accident, but he asserts there 
was conclusive proof that he was 
sober. He states there was no 
evidence that he was driving reck¬ 
lessly, or even that he was driving 
the truck, and that the Crown 
failed to give him the 'benefit 
of reasonable doubt. It is further 
claimed that testimony of an 
RjC.M.P. officer, regarding a con¬ 
versation allegedly held with 
Venier, was inadmissable. 

The firm of Moscovich and IMos- 
covich of Lethbridge, is acting for 
Venier.

Little Progress 
Made In Flood 
Control Work 

Provincial Government Has 

Spent $1,284 at Blairmore; 

Coleman Given a Horse and 

Scraper at $1 Per Hour. 

Despite the fact that the council 
has been working vigorously since 
early spring, when a flood wrought 
havoc in West Coleman, to have 
work started to prevent future 
floods in that part of town, little 
or nqthing has resulted from their 

efforts. 

During the summer they succeed¬ 
ed in hdving the C.P.R. consent to 
building a larger culvert under 
their track, thereby allowing a 
greater volume of water to pass 
through, on condition that other 
interested parties did their part in 
flood control. This week Supt. S. R. 
Lamb, C.P.R., Lethbridge division, 
wrote Mayor Antrobus, asking 
what progress had been made re¬ 
garding flood control here. 

Mayor Antrobus has figures 
showing that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment has spent $1,284 this sum¬ 
mer in flood control in the Blair¬ 
more district. Coleman so far has 
had to accept a horse and scraper, 
which is scraping out debris in a 
creek in West Coleman. 

A wire last week to Minister of 
Public Works W. A. Fallow has 
so far met with no success, as that 
gentleman, is in Ottawa. 

At the last council meeting, the 
council gave serious study to a 
blue-print showing the course trav¬ 
elled by the creek in 1909, and it 
is possible that from this study 
they will take the lead themselves 
in flood control. 

If the same volume of water 
starts pouring down from the 
mountains next spring, as it did 
this year, there is nothing to pre¬ 
vent another flood, so says the 
council.

Lesson In Citizenship 


Farm Machinery 

Especial Attention Should Be Paid 
To Lubrication 

With farm machines now rationed 
and repair parts more difficult to get 
farmers would be well advised to pay 
more attention to the lubrication of 
farm machines and equipment, say 
the Agricultural Engineers of 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
The expense and time invested In 
good lubrication pay big dividends. 

In addition to maintaining a lubri¬ 
cating film between the bearing sur¬ 
faces the oil or grease that is on farm 
machines performs several other func¬ 
tions. The bearings are cleaned. Rust¬ 
ing and pitting of the bearings are 
prevented when the machine is idle. 
Exposed metal surfaces during stor¬ 
age periods are protected. 

The oil and grease used for lubri¬ 
cating should be kept clean so keep 
the containers covered to exclude 
dust and dirt. 

Three or four different oils or 
greases met the lubrication require¬ 
ments of nearly all farm implements. 
Usually not more than two lubricants 
are needed for any one implement. 
Machines operating the year around 
may require lighter oil and grease for 
winter than for summer. Badly worn 
bearings may need a heavier oil that 
not thrown out so quickly. Oil of 
the same viscosity or stickiness as is 
used in the tractor motor usually Is 
suitable. Crank case oil may contain 
grit and if used on bearings may be 
harmful.

Serve a salad of chopped 
raw cabbage and carrots at least twice a week and more often if possible. 

We could, of course, go back to the Indian days and make a brew of 
pine needles to prevent scurvy, but today with our knowledge of what con¬ 
stitutes a well-rounded diet, there is no necessity for this or any other 
disease resulting from a low fruit or vegetable diet. 

Certainly eat all the apples and other native fruits you can stow away 
because they’re good for you; but remember, they will not give you the 
vitamin C that cold canned tomatoes contain—('/ 2 cup of tomatoes equals 
three large apples or six large pears.)

The incident reported here told at 
the banquet of the Canadian Pur¬ 
chasing Agents’ Associations at the 
Royal York hotel as a personal ex¬ 
perience in the course of an address 
by W. J. McCulloch, Foreign News 
Editor of The Hamilton Spectator a 
an example of what citizenship in thi 
country means to a man who was 
born in a foreign country. 

This is the story of Nick the Greek.

Conditions In Dominion 

London.—Humphrey Mitchell, Cana¬ 
dian labor minister, said he found 
the King "extremely well informed” 
about Canadian affairs and persons 
in a 45-minute audience with His 
Majesty. 

The King and the labor minister 
discussed the Dominion “very freely,” 
and His Majesty appeared well versed 
and up to date on all topics. The 
King asked about persons whom he 
had met during his visit to Canada, 
including Mitchell Hepburn, who re¬ 
signed as premier of Ontario.

, Seigniory Club, Que.—Dr. R. C. 
Wallace, principal of Queen’s Uni¬ 
versity, Kingston, said in an address 
that if Canadians tackle post-war 
rehabilitation “with the same en¬ 
thusiasm as we put into the war, we 
Will make Canada a country of which 
we can be justly proud.” 

Dr. Wallace, vice-chairman of the 
Dominion post-war reconstruction and 
rehabilitation committee, spoke at the 
closing session of a two-day wartime 
inter-provincial conference of public 
works ministers, deputy ministers, 
engineers and government control¬ 
lers, held under the auspices of the 
Canadian Good Roads Association. 

"Seeing the war through is our 
greatest and only objective today,” 
Dr. Wallace said, “but rehabilitation 
is so closely integrated with the war j 
that it cannot be disregarded.” 

Since the start of the war, Dr. 
Wallace said, 60,000 men have been j 
discharged from Canada’s armed I 
forces and “what is being done for 1 
them should be done for all men who \ 
are released from the forces.” 

Of the 60,000 men, some 7,000 are. 
being trained in technical fields. “That 
will be done for all those who come 
back. That means they will be 
trained for the things they are most 
suited for.” 

The post-war reconstruction and 
rehabilitation committee, he said, 
fosters no “isms” and its members 
are “looking to one goal and that is 
full employment after the war.” 

After wars, he said, some employ¬ 
ment is usually created by private 
enterprises and then unemployment 
sets in. “That could be tried this 
time provided there is some organ¬ 
ization which will be ready to step 
in and fill the gap when private en¬ 
terprises begin to lag.” 

The problem of "dealing with wo¬ 
men is going to be difficult. More of 
them are in industry than ever be¬ 
fore. Many will not have husbands 


after the war.^ They will have to be 
dealt with on an equal basis with 
men.” 

Various committees, he said, are 
studying ways of developing Canada’s 
resources which “must be integrated 
and dealt with together.” He ex¬ 
pressed belief that rural electrifica¬ 
tion would do a great deal to stabilize 
farming and would create a great re¬ 
mand for electrical appliances. 


EXTEND DEADLINE 

Germans Having Little Success In 
Obtaining Workers From France 
London. — The Germans backed 
down in the face of a threatened gen¬ 
eral strike by French workers dur¬ 
ing the recent crisis over German in¬ 
sistence on a quota of 150,000 work¬ 
ers for Nazi war industries, the Daily 
Mail said, quoting Fighting French 
circles. 

Chiefs of underground organiza¬ 
tions gave Vichy an ultimatum that 
a walkout would be called Oct. 17

A Winnipeg housewife reported an 
increase in the price of pork kidney j 
from 12 to 15 cents a pound.

A North Battleford, Sask., farmer's ! 
wife complained of an increase in the 
price of a galvanized dairy pail, from 
50 to 60 cents. There were no records 
on which to establish a basic ceiling 
price, but the merchant decided to j 
reduce the price of all such pails in j 
stock to 50 cents.
